CONGRESS KILLS 
OFF LEGISLATION 


Both Houses Adopt Policy to 
Muzzle Now Business. 


FIGHT ON ROLES RENEWED 


“Buffers” W ill Be Used to Keep New 


Legislation In the Background For 


Weeks to Come. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—Muzzles and 
leashes 
have 
been plat ed on sin Ii 
mcmbcis of the senate and house as 
desire to enter upon a program look 
ing to the enactm ent of general legis 
lation at the present session of con 
gress. 
A majority of the senate has deter 
min*1*! upon Hie daily consideration of 
the omnibus claims bill, ami the house 
by a decisive non-p irtlsan majority 
voted to continue consideration of Lie 
bill for th** revision ami codifies ti n 
of the laws relating to the Judiciary. 
The two measures ar** rega;d** t gen 
erally as "buffers” which will grovel ♦* 
sufficient debate to keep other lego; 
larion In th** background While a t a 
jority could set aside either m oi 
ares at any time, opponents ot g n ral 
legislation are depending upon the in­ 
evitable dissensions over the business 
to he substituted to prevent such ai­ 
tion 
Rules Fight Brought Up. 
The .ideation was brought up in th 
house vL h a renewal of the old fight 
on th*' relics. Hi preventative Hugh. s. 
of New Jersey, precipitated the que- 
tion by raisin* a point of order. 
The question 
under consideration 
was whether the bill for tho codifb a- 
tion and revision of the laws relating 
to the judiciary, consideration of w hich 
occupied all Inst Wednesday, should 
again be taken up simply on the call 
of the chairman of the committee r ■ 
porting the measure. 
The controversy was raised by Mr. 
Hughes after Representative Moon, of 
Philadelphia 
chairman of th* 
com­ 
mittee on revision of the laws, had 
asked that the house proceed with th** 
consideration of the bill. 
Representative Fitzgerald, of Now 
York, led the Democratic side of the 
house in opposing consideration of the 
bill. 
He declared that the house un 
der the rules could decide for itself 
what business It should consider. 
Representative 
Sherley, 
of 
Ken­ 
tucky. declared the consideration of 
the bill, which is 2‘>3 pages In length 
and contains 2k© sections, might oc 
rupy every “calendar Wednesday” dur­ 
ing the session. Tile house last Wed­ 
nesday reached only section ll. 
After the discussion had proeeede I 
for an hour, Sjieaker Cannon r u le ! 
that there were no precedents fitting 
the 
situation. Hut that 
the house 
should not be deprived of doing wha* 
It desired 
Therefore he titled that th** house 
could settle for Itself whether it would 
proce»*d to consider the bill.

Tin* explosion is said to have been 
rammed by an accumulation of gas in 
th*- lower levels, being set fire to bv 
an open lamp belonging to one of the 
miners, but this cannot be confirmed 
Word has been received that state ' 
min* inspectors are on their way to j 
the < **ne of th** calamity and have an-! 
Bounc ed that they will make a report , 
on conditions as they find them as 
soon as they reach the mine. 
Late reports declare that fire has i 
broken out in the mine, following the 
first explosion, and frantic efforts are 
being made to get some aid to the im ; 
prisoned men. It is declared that the 
draft fans at the entrance were sh at-;
